rough is entirely full, and a twenty-inoh main
Will deliver 1,051,008 gailons per day, insufficient
in hot wealber to supply the demand.

Manayunk, as well as Germantown, Is supplied
from these works, =0 that practionlly this reseryoir
muny be set down as nseless,

be lats Chief Eogineer's plan was not o nuse
the Mount Alry reservoir—and by his counsel the
city did not purchase it—but to run directly to the
standpipe now used by the works, situate on Tal-
ehocken strest. This conrse would matenally
orease the difficuity, the main to thas point will
be 47,600 feel, or 5 .10 miles long; to produce &
flow of 1,951,071 gallons at the standpips will re-
quire a head of 19 2-10 fest, or 5 40-100 greater than
to elfrcl the same flow at the Mount Airy re-
servolr.

Before these works can be started, Germantown
will require a supply atthe rate of at least 200,
000 gallons per aay. The engine at Flat Rock will
raise about 1,838,940 gallons per day at eight
sirokes, and with twelve, which is her maximam,
may throw inlo the reservolr 2,467,360 gallons
datiy.
